Thomas H. Flinn, general organizer o 
the American Federation of Labor call 
ed at the Amalgamated headquarters 
in an official capacity and tendered al 
aid that lies in the pow er of the Amer 
lean Federation. He stated that the 
latter organization 
is at present 


ceiving a per capiia tax from over 
2,000,000 members in the United States 
and that every man of these will con- 
tribute to the success of the Amalgam- 
ated strike. 


It was suggested that should each 


member of the Federation donate 25 
cents per week it would aggregate 
$500,000 per week, a sum that would 
fully provide for every skilled and la- 
boring man now out of work. This 
contribution of 
small 
sums would 


prove no hardship and would furnish 
the Amalgamated men almost limitless 
resources. Mr. Flynn said that |2.- 
000,000 could be contributed monthly 
and that the men comprising the mem- 
bership of the Federation were anx- 
ious to aid the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion members.

Are After an Immense and Ancient 


Estate at Baltimore—A Thousand 


Acres of Land. 


Baltimore, lid., July 17.—A. G. Tur- 


nipseed, an attorney of Cincinnati, O., 
was at Tewson yesterday in the inter- 
ests of the heirs at law of George Lin- 
egar, who died in 1756 and who wa3 a 
large owner of property in Baltimore 
and Kent counties, and whose will, it 
is claimed, was never executed, and 
the title to the property owned hy him 
still rests with his heirs, including 
about-100 residents of Ohio.

Bruise hajf a pound of nutgalls and 
stand in one quart of water, shaking it 
now and then, for about four hours 
Then add three ounces and a half of 
gum arabic and, when it is qnlte dis- 
solved, three ounces of copperas. To 
prevent the ink from becoming moldy 
when kept add three or four drops of 
creosote. 
This gives a plensantllke 


smell to the Ink and does not corrode 
the pens as chloride of 
mercury 


would do.

Silent as Sphinxes. 


KEEPING POSTED ON EVERY MOVE. 


Intimated That Steel Corporation Offi- 


cials Will Not Confer With the Men 
Uutil Amalgamated Recedes From 
Its Present Attitude—Progress of 
Various Labor Movements. 


New York. July 17.—A representa- 


tive of the highest interests in the 
United States Steel corporation an- 
thomed the statement that no confer- 
ence concerning the steel strike had 
taken place and that none is likely to 
take place until the Amalgamated As- 
sociation recedes from its present at- 
titude. The additional statement was 
made that on this point there can be 
no compromise and that the heads of 
the constituent companies will not 
unionize such mills as have up to this 
time employed nonunion men.

all about the strike nor would any of 
his partners. Mr. Schwab, president 
of tho United States Steel corporation, 
had a long conference with Mr. Mor- 
gan, but would not be interviewed. 


The telegraph department of the 


United States Steel corporation has 
direct wires running to Pittsburg and 
ths officials are kept informed of de- 
velopments. 


The report 
from Pittsburg that 


there would be a conference which 
would result in some offer to the 
union men was not verified. Another 
rumor was "that the steel corporation 
had arranged for a force of detectives 
for safeguarding the mills should an 
effort be made to resume business. 
The local 
superintendent 
of the 


agency refused to discuss the report. 


The effect of the steel strike on 


building operations in this city de- 
pends on how long the trouble lasts. 
There is an unusually large amount of 
building going on but in many in- 
stances only. the foundations have 
been laid, and steel will not be needed 
for some time. New York firms have 
little supply of steel. There is a pos- 
sibility of the strike affecting the labor 
on the sub-way tunnel, according to 
John J. Palmas, chairman of the com- 
mittee of the Central Federated union, 
which arbitrates differences between 
the contractors and the workmen.

Strikers In Cheerful Mood. 


Pittsburg, July 17.—The second day 


cf the strike closed with the Amal- 
gamated officials in a satisfied mood 
and claiming to have made good every 
promise as to affairs. 
On the other 


h-nd the manufacturers would not 
say a word concerning the strike and 
refused to b3 quoted in any way. Re- 
peated efforts to secure statements 
from President Corey of the American 
Sheet Steel company and General 
Manager I. W. Jenks of the hoop com- 
pany met with the response that there 
was no change and nothing to be 
given out. The Amalgamated people 
claim nothing has been said to them 
of any plan for mediation or arbitra- 
tion, and that they would continue to 
carry out their original program. But 
one tin 
mill, that at 
Monessen, 


and one sheet mill at Duneanville. re- 
main at work. The fact that the Na- 
tional tube mill men (nonunion) re- 
ceived a substantial advance in^wages 
caused discontent among the union 
men employed by the National Tube 
company at the Second avenue plant 
and at the Republic mill on the South 
Side. The men here think they are 
entitled to a similar increase. To con- 
sider the matter meetings were held 
on the South Side and it is said a de- 
mand will be made. 


Chicago Strikers Make Gains. 


Chicago, July 17. — Important vic- 


tories were gained by members of the 
iron molders' union, eight firms sign- 
ing the agreement One of the eight 
concerns was the American Tin Can 
company, known 
as the "tin can 


trust" Out of the 1,000 molders who 
struck Monday over 300 of them have 
already returned to work at the ad- 
vance demanded. 


Six Breweries Yielded. 


Chicago, July 17.—Of the 52 brew- 


eries in Chicago, six have agreed to 
tho demands cf the striking station- 
ary firemen and resumed operations. 
The remainder were idle. The men 
damaud $2 for an 8-hour day. 


Wants to Succeed Woods. 


Goshcn, Ind., July 17.—Judge Fran- 


cis E. Baker, son of Judge John H. 
Baker, formally ajmounced his candi- 
dacy for the position^of judge of the 
United States court of the Seventh 
circuit to succeed the late "William 
Woods, whose demise occurred re- 
eentiy. The Elkfiart County Bar as- 
sociation has appointed a commitee 
of five to push his appointment. He 
is yet in his prime. His most formid- 
able opponent will be Judge Walter 
Olds of Fort Wayne.

Kansas Needs More Rain. 


Topeka, July 17.—While rain has 


fallen in various parts of Kansas, the 
drouth is not yet satiated and little 
benefit has been experienced by the 
crops. The rains have been local show- 
ers and their only effect has been to 
cool the air and freshen vegetation. 
Two places in the state report a tem- 
p_erature of 107, but the average has 
been about 99. Reports of blighted 
crops continue. Hopeful tone prevails 
in most of the reports, however. 
In 


the eastern division of the state crops 
are suffering more than in any other. 
The damage done in the central part 
is less severe, while in the western 
part conditions are favorable. 


Local Showers In Nebraska. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 17.—A fall of 


two degrees in temperature, in the 
absence of rain, brought but little re- 
lief here to heat sufferers. 
A part of 


the corn crop is severely damaged. 
The masimufh temperature Tuesday 
was 102. George Knutsch, a promi- 
nent young man, died of sunstroke. 
There was a heavy fall of rain at 
Holdrege and lighter rains at Hast- 
ings, Grand Island, Kenesaw and Har- 
vard.

All 
the ministers were in accord with the 
scheme early in June, subject to the 
approval of their governments, but 
Great Britain 
disapproved the ar- 


rangement on the ground that it did 
not adequately protect her commer- 
cial interests. The neutral ministers 
assert that either Great Britain or Rus- 
sia must make material concessions 
before a conclusion Is possible. 


U Hung Chang keeps sending stren- 


uous requests to the ministers of the 
powers to present a complete plan. 
He represents that China is willing 
W accept any reasonable terms and is 
chiefly anxious to know definitely 
what the powers require, so that she 
may begin compliance with the terms.

Cincinnai brewer, is under arrest here 
charged, with the embezzlement of 
?20,000 from the estate of his father. 
Kote, who is 24 years old, was arrest- 
ed by detectives at his boarding house, 
148 Dearborn avenue. Kotte at first 
refused to discuss the case, but after- 
ward stated that he had used the 
money playing the races in Cincinnati, 
and that he would be able to settle 
the matter if given an opportunity by 
his brothers and sisters; who caused 
his arrest Kotte was made an admin- 
istrator of his father's estate and for 
a time managed it well. 
He finally 


fell into the company of a number of 
young men who were playing the 
races, and it isVisaid became a race- 
track follower. 


Case Without a Precedent.
